Sister Henrietta Eileen will at- 
tend a four-week Chemical Insti- 
tute at Indiana University this 
summer. Sister has received a 
stipend from the National Science 
Foundation of two hundred dollars 
to cover the expenses of the work- 
shop.

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Was It Worth It?

Both the college and the Class of 
’56 have changed in the past four yrs. 
In “our” day, the smoker was a group 
of four long tables in the back of the 
cafeteria. On campus, there were li- 
lac bushes and a fountain between 
the grotto and the statue of St. Jos- 
eph, but there was no large “College 
of St. Teresa” sign on the Main Street 
side. In Humanities, we wrote re- 
ports every week on the required 
readings. In Theology, we read the 
Old Testament. 

By now, we have changed, too. We 
came with rather vague ideas of what 
it would be all about, wondering what 
to major in, wondering if we would 
“stick it out.” Had you said to some 
of us, “You’re going to marry this fel- 
low the year you graduate,” we 
wouldn’t have believed you. Or had 
you said. “You’ll change your major 
to this field,” we’d have looked 
blank— “Who, ME?” 

We went on, somehow, through 
some forty-seven reports, six term 
papers, ten themes, and ninety-three 
exams, plus comprehensive. We look 
back at some of them and wonder at 
our own colossal nerve in thinking 
once that they were great stuff. And 
we think regretfully of the things we 
have all but forgotten, things that we 
had never even heard of, four years 
ago. 

It wasn’t worth it for the sake of a 
rectangle of cardboard bearing a 
grade and an instructor’s autograph, 
certainly. Nor was it worth it sim- 
ply as an alternative to getting a job. 
Yet if we had to do it over, we would 
(placing, perhaps, a little more em- 
phasis on studying the questions that 
did come up in the exam.) 

Was it worth it, after all? All that 
reading, writing, reporting, memoriz- 
ing, cramming? All the cumulative 
hours of studying things that didn’t 
come up in the exam after all; the 
typing and retyping and re-retyping, 
the carefully-taken note cards that 
eventually had to be thrown out of 
the term paper? 

What makes it worth the while is 
difficult to say. Certainly there are 
the friendships and the memories. 
There is a sense of accomplishment 
in receiving a degree. There are new 
careers open to college graduates, and 
admiration from those who did not 
have the same educational opportun- 
ities. 

Most of all, however, is the differ- 
ence to us. It is the personal enrich- 
ment of college education, which can- 
not be measured. Each of us is dif- 
ferent for life now. We can see it, 
feel it, but cannot explain it. We 
know, however, that our ways of 
thinking are much different from 
what they were when we came out of 
high school, and different from what 
they would be after high school and 
four years of working at a job in- 
stead of at college. 

This personal enrichment brings 
responsibilities. We can never 
change what we have learned (or 
should have learned) back to invinc- 
ible ignorance. We have to be better 
persons for having had a college edu- 
cation, and we must keep on being 
the better for it. That is what will 
make it worthwhile.

New Degree Here

A new major subject, that of 
medical record librarian, will be 
instituted in the fall semester. 
This program is the first of its 
kind in the Kansas City area. 

Sister M'. Alfred, dean, an- 
nounced plans for the study course 
April 26, at the Mid-West Hos- 
pital Association convention at the 
Municipal Auditorium. The pro- 
gram is designed to meet an in- 
creasing need for trained medical 
record librarians. 

The program will be open to 
any young woman graduate of an 
accredited high school, and will 
lead to a bachelor for arts degree. 
At the close of her third year, the 
student will begin an internship 
at St. Joseph’s Hospital. In the 
final year, the student will con- 
tinue her internship and attend 
classes at the hospital and the 
college. When she receives her 
degree, she will be eligible to take 
the national examination of the 
registration board of the American 
Association of Medical Record Li- 
brarians. 

The College of St. Teresa will 
become the 10th school in the 
United States to offer a degree 
program in medical record li- 
brary science. 



Recipient of the Ariston 
Award for the outstanding sen- 
ior of the year is Carolyn Kunz, 
Sodality Prefect. The presen- 
tation was made at Class Day 
ceremonies Wednesday, May 16. 
Carolyn was elected for the hon- 
or by vote of the Student Coun- 
cil on the basis of leadership 
and cooperation. 

Carolyn is a graduate of St. 
Agnes High and is a Latin ma- 
jor. In addition to her posi- 
tion as Sodality Prefect, she has 
this year served as Regional 
Chairman of the Mariology 
Commission of NFCCS, and as 
Student Council representative 
for the religious organizations 
on campus. Last year she was 
Junior Delegate to NFCCS. 
Carolyn is a member of WHO’S 
WHO IN AMERICAN COL- 
LEGES AND UNIVERSITIES 
and of Delta Epsilon Sigma 
Honor Sorority. 

This is the third year in which 
the Ariston Award has been 
given. Carolyn’s name will be 
engraved with those of the for- 
mer winners on the placque, 
which hangs in the first floor 
hall outside the assembly hall.

The certificates 
entitle them to teach religion clas- 
ses organized by the CCD in par- 
ishes. 



There is need for this work, be- 
cause according to a survey made 
in 1950, more than 50% of the 
Catholic children of elementary 
school age in the United States 
are in public schools, and three out 
of every four of high school age 
are in public schools. 

Our Holy Father, Pius XII, in a 
radio address to the Eighth Na- 
tional Congress of the CCD at 
Boston in 1946, said, “Priests will 
not suffice for the work — Sisters 
will not suffice. The laity must 
lend their valiant cooperation and 
deem it their sacred duty.” 

Heeding the words of Saint Pius 
X, "The greatest enemy of Christ 
is ignorance of Christ,” the CCD 
has planned the course in Meth- 
ods of Teaching to provide relig- 
ious instruction for these children. 

The course at CST has been g : v- 
er. under the direction of the dio- 
cesan office of the CCD. The class 
has met once a week for eighteen 
weeks. The certificates received 
arc awarded by the Kansas City 
diocesan CCD office and are signed 
ly Archbishop O’Hara.
